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duly enclosed by a fence not less than six feet
high, and shall wilfully, maliciously or wantonly
injure or destroy any property thereon, shall be
punished by imprisonment in the county jail not
more than six months, or by fine not exceeding
one hundred dollars.

SectION 2. This act shall take effect and he in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 45.

AN ACT to amend sections 4021 and 4022, of the
revised statutes of Wisconsin, entitled, *Of the
adoption of children.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Section 4021, of chaptel 173, of the
revised statutes of 1878, is amended by addlng
thereto at the end of said section, the following:
And such child may be adopted after arriving at
the age of twenty-one years, as well as before
reaching that age.

SECTION 2. Section 4022, of said chapter 173, is
hereby amended by adding at the end of said sec-
tion the words following: And in case such child
has arrived at the age of twanty-one years, such
consent may be given by such child alone, and
the consent of no other person in behalf of such
child shall be required.

SectioN 3. This act shall {ake effect and be in
force from after its passage and publication.
